ricultural Branches.

Madison, Wis., Jan. 27.—The rapid 
growth of agricultural work in high 
schools of Wisconsin 
was 
sketched 
by State Inspector H. N. Goddard be- 
fore 
the 
county 
superintendents 
whose first session, of a two "days' an- 
nual meeting opfened here last night 
Sixty-three high schools are now giv- 
ing four-year courses in 
agriculture, 


and practically all high schools are 
giving some agricultural instruction. 
Seven County Schools 
There are seven 
county 
agricul- 
tural schools, all with 
fine 
equip- 
ment but. with a deficiency in that 
credit is not 
given in 
many high 


schools for the work they do. Mr 
Goddard said this shows, that 
the 
people feel a demand for agricultural 
wor,k connected with a strong high 
school course rather 
than 
for that 
which merely trains 
boys 
for the 
farm. 


Inspector Goddard saw a great need 


for better trained 
teachers, 
larger 
and more definite equipment, and bet- 
ter development of an efficient plan 
o£ work. How to make -the work of 
more practical interest to pupils and 
communitie is an 
important 
prob 
lem, he said. The solution, he said, 
involves field work, community work, 
pome projects, corn 
growing 
pro- 


jects, etc. A more intimate acquaint- 
ance with current literature and such 
means of improvements as institutes, 
'armers' courses, 
etc., were recom- 
mended. 


"Agricultural

holder of a corporation bond, no mat- 
ter how small, would have to explain 
why he should not be taxed, a loud 
outcry against the income tax was 
heard on every'side. The framers of 
the provision sought to prevent its 
evasion by requiring the payment of 
the tax by the corporations which is- 
sue bonds, so that every bondholder 
however small', would be required to 
prove that he was entitled to exemp- 
tion before he conid have it. T.he tax 
is collected "at the source," that is 
from 
the corporation 
issuing the 
bonds.

The bloodhound pups "which the 
Janesville police force purchased sev- 
eral weeks ago are enjoying their first 
lessons in man trailing and have ex- 
hibited great instinct for the work. 
As yet they are unnamed, as the petl- 
tion to the American Kennel Club for 
egistry instructions brought the re- 
ly that three names would have tc 
je chosen and if the first choice had 
already been taken by other owners 
he second and third names would be 
jiven consideration. 
The first lessons that the puppies 
were put through was to become ac- 
uainted with the trainers, for the 
week of their arrival both would have 
ery litle to do with visitors. Need- 
ess to say, the policemen have re- 
ceived several books full of valuable 
nstructions from local dog raisers, 
who make it a point to offer sugges- 
.ions of how to raise bloodhounds 
'rom their experience in raising farm 
dogs and even pet house dogs. . 
Progress in Training. 
The work of training the pups has 
jeen placed in the hands of Patrolman 
Sam Brown, and excellent results are 
already shown from his work. 
The 
first lessons start with teaching the 
pups to find an article such as an old 
shoe that has been dragged a short 
distance and hid.
